Fall  Meeting 

The  MLA  New  England  Chapter  met  last  fall  at  Wentworth-by-the  Sea,  Portsmouth,  N.H. , 
on  Friday,  October  6th,  I967,  during  the  annual  sessions  of  the  New  England  Library 
Association,  with  which  we  are  affiliated. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ankudowich,  President,  opened  the  meeting  by  welcoming  the  non-members 
present,  and  introducing  them  to  current  MLA  publications:  Notes,  and  the  Manual 
of  Music  Ljbrarianship.  ed.  Carol  M.  Bradley  (Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  MLA,  1966).  She 
then  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Vice-President  Michael  Ochs,  who  called  our  atten- 
tion to  publication  of  the  first  c "demonstration" a  issue  of  RILM  (Repertoire  Inter- 
national de  la  Litterature  Musicale)  Abstracts  for  January-April,  1967  (August, 
1967),  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  International  Musicological  Society,  the 
International  Association  of  Music  Libraries,  and  the  American  Council  of  Learned 
Societies,  edited  by  3arry  3.  Brook.  Subscriptions  are  available  from  the  Inter- 
national RILM  Center,  Queens  College  of  the  City  University  of  New  York,  Flushing, 
K.  Y.,  11367. 

He  then  introduced  the  speaker,  Frank  C.  Campbell,  President  of  the  Music  Library 
Association,  and  Chairman  of  the  Music  Division,  Research  Library  for  the  Perform- 
ing Arts  (New  York  Public  Library)  at  Lincoln  Center.  Mr.  Campbell  described  the 
collection  and  services  of  that  library,  reading  from  his  article,  "Report  from 
Lincoln  Center:  The  Music  Division  of  the  New  York  Public  Library,"  in  Current 
Music ology.  Spring,  1966,  pp.  10*4—108.  This  article  begins  with  a  dozen  typical 
reference  questions  for  which  Mr.  Campbell  then  cited  location  of  possible  solu- 
tions, some  unique  to  that  Library's  compilation  of  clippings  and  indexes.  Questions 
from  the  floor  principally  centered  around  microfilm  and  interlibrary  loan  services 
(the  latter  being  non-existent-,  as  well  as  the  treatment  of  recordings.
